Cut Down Portables. 
The experts have made an intensive

‘go most good. Among the first relief 
measures is one cutting down the por- 
tables. There are 624 of these where 
congestion is greatest. Next year they 
ought to be decreased by at least 150,

Nine recommendations for elemen- 
tary schools with 159 class rooms, all 
new units in territory now served by 
portables, are now before the board. 

In the five years, 1919-24, the in- 
crease in the needs of the elementary 
schools amounted to 1,400 rooms. There 
were built only 625, while 200 are un- 
der construction. The increase in high 
School attendance in these five years 
created a need for 681 new rooms. Only 
fifty-six were built, ninety-three are 
nearing completion, while forty-one are 
under construction, a total of 190. The 
figures are official. 


Experts Make Survey. 
‘In May a group of specialists headed 
by Homer Davis, and including E. D. 


B. Lang, A. L. Weeks, W. E. Hedges, 
H. H. Seabloom, and other experts 
started a technical survey of the 
schools. Working days, nights and 
holidays, they are doing in six months 
a work which required much more time 
in smaller cities, such as Philadelphia 
and Cleveland. 

They have charted in detail how the 
shortage of seats is distributed in the 
city. They have tised the study of popu- 
lation tendencies made when the Zon- 
ing ordinance was up, the researches

Invent Movie Light 
as Rival of Kleig 


An invention which may usurp the 
place until now held in the moving pic- 
ture industry by the powerful Kleig 
lights has been perfected by Charles 
Hanson and George Reppert, assist- 
ants in the chemistry laboratory at the 
University of Chicago. 

The new light, which is five times 
brighter than any heretofore placed on 
the market, has the added virtue of not 
being harmful to the vision. 

It is claimed that the ultra-violet 
rays are restrained by the use of Pyrex 
glass, a new departure. Quartz was 
formerly used. 

*—o— 

Translated from the technical terms, 
the light is secured by means of an in- 
tensive electric current, passed 
through a mercury arc. The current 


is stronger than any before used in an 
equal amount of space. 
| A siphon is used on the side to pre- 
| vent the mercury from dropping down 
into the chamber of the lamp, which 
eliminates the flicker usually found in 
a mercury arc light. 

=. 

Finally, the light is economical, ac- 
cording to the inventors, and has been 
known to burn for sixty hours straight 
without going out. They claim, in ad- 
dition, that it never overheats, . 

The light was perfected after months 
of experiment, and the young men’ 
prophesy a great future for it, particu- 
larly in the field of the moving pic- 
ture industry.

President 
Burton and his wife and daughter, 
Margaret, reached Chicago yesterday 
after a vacation in England. 

“ Never in the history of the world 
have such great problems confronted 
the nations,” he said, “and America, 
as one of the greatest nations, must 
take her part in the solving of them. 
Education, in the broadest sense of the 
world is the only remedy.” 

While unemployment in England is 
so extensive as to be a grave matter, 
Dr. Burton formed the impression that 
the country was fundamentally pros 
perous, even in view of the fact that 
many business firms are being swept 
away under the pressure being brought
